ence's of the year was that held
at the state superintendent's

flice in September. Count } '

and city superintendents met to
decide the procedure under the
new law for the certification of-

teachers. .

They decided that all teachers
should be required to take an
examination in the five essen-
tial

¬

subjects , arithmetic , gram-
mar

¬

, history , reading and geo-

graphy
¬

, upon the expiration of
the certificate now held. If
passing grades are made in
these subjects the old grades
will be accepted in the other
subjects.

This seems a very wise and
fair arrangement. Teachers
will not be overburdened with
preparation. They can syste-
mnticallyand

-

carefully review
their work in these subjects
with advantage to themselves
and their schools A review in
live subjects is not an unreason-
able

¬

tusk to set for teachers.
How can the review be best

accomplished by the teachers
who will have lo renew their
grades ? Suite Supt Mclirien-
is planning to give direction for
this preparafion through the
Nebraska Teacher. Each of
the live subjects will be taken
up by a specialist who will dir-

ect

lion and study , and will point
out the essential and importantt
phases of each
